FIRST SEIZURE OF A YANKEE FISH­ 


ERMAN BY CANADA.

O t t a w a , Ont., April 20. — t’pon tho ex pi­ 
ration of tho fishing clauses of tho Wash­ 
ington treaty which gave Americans tho 
• right t > tak e fish within three miles of tho 
Canadian coast the Canadian authorities is­ 
sued a warning to tho 
fishermen of tho 
neighboring republic that until such time as 
a mutual arrangement was concluded they 
would be compelled to k eep off our shores. 
Accordingly a warning was posted from 
the marine department on 
the 5th of 
March last notifying all customs and fishery 
Officers that in consequence of tho failure of 
the United .State» to como to terms ‘*all for­ 
eign vessels or boats are forbidden from 
fishing or ta’.ing fish by any means what­ 
ever within three miles of any of tho coasts 
of bays, creek s, and harbors in Canada, or 
entering such bays, harbors, or cr ck s, ex ­ 
cept for the purpose of shelter and re­ 
pairing damages therein, or purchasing 
wood and obtaining water, and for no other 
purpose whatever, of nil of which you 
will 
tak e 
notice and 
govern 
yo ur­ 
self accordingly.” 
It has been the custom 
of American fishing vessels, many of whom 
ure manned by Nova Scotians, to ship tho 
majority of their crews on the liras d'Or 
lak es and other places 
011 tho island of Capo 
Breton, but according to tho foregoing au­ 
thority this | rivilogo ceased with tho ex ­ 
piration of the treaty. 
H owever, Customs 
Offi or Cam pbell determined to be on the 
look out for any Americun fishing vessels who 
might resort to their 
old re rating grounds. 
His 
vigilance 
was 
rewarded 
when, 
» Saturday, he detected a snug-sized schooner, 
haiiing from Glouchestor, Mass.. in tho act 
of tak ing on board a crew of men shipped 
in tho vi.unity. 
Before tho villagers wore 
aw*u e of tho fact tho American was placed 
under sei*ure, and about the first intima­ 
tion they bad that anything was amiss was 
when they saw the stars and .stripes at tho 
schooner s main topmast replaced by tho 
union jack . 
Then all were astir. 
Tho 
wharves were ( rowded, and the word went 
lik e wildfire that a Yank ee fisherman had 
been seized. 
The schooner remains here in 
charge of a special guard, while Mr. Camp­ 
bell awaits instructions from the marine de­ 
partment at Ottawa. 
The soi/.uro has 
caused a good deal of ex citement in the 
neighborhood, where numbers of young 
men depend for employment on the Amer­ 
ican fishery service. In answer to a corre­

N early Three Hundred of Them la Itcvolt 
—Sixteen Pornonn Injured and (hie Cou-

Mo n trea l , A pril ^¿0.—W hile a gang of 
about forty convicts at S t Vincent »lo I ’aul 
provincial prison wore stone-cutting, under 
the charge of two guards, at 4 p. m. Satur­ 
day, Louis Vian, a recently committed 
prisoner with an exceedingly bad record, 
sprang upon one of the guards and at­ 
tempted to throw him. 
This seemed to be 
a prearranged signal, tor the balance of the 
gang rushed to Viand's anistance. 
Tho 
two guards 
wero quickly overpowered, 
gaggod, bound hand and foot and tie<l down 
to the fioor of the shed. 
The convicts pre­ 
tended to keep busily at work while the 
leaders watched for the possible appearano« 
of other guards in the shed. 
B y this scheme 
four more guards were captured 
Taking the revolvers of the six bound 
guards 
the 
convicts 
improvised 
n 
ladder, 
and 
throwing 
open 
a door 
made 
a 
dash 
for 
the ou^ide 
w all 
of the prison. 
The ladder proved to be too 
short, and the convicts were at once fired 
UTOn by guards from the outer wall, but 
without effect 
Baffled in their attempt to 
scale the stone w all, the convicts crossed the 
prison yard to the wood fence. 
By this time 
tho entire prison was in an uproar and all 
the working convicts, to the nuihber of 
joined in the rebellion. 
Tlieir guards trie<l 
to club them to their quarters, and all the 
time the guards on tho outer w all kept up 
afire. 
W’^arden La Violette seemed to first 
be­ 
come aware of the rebellion when tho dash 
to the wood fence was made and ho rushed 
out of his office, which is in the centor of 
tho yard, 
faced the, convicts atid was 
promptly seized and placed between 
the 
convicts and tho Arst of the guards. 
He 
was wounded .several times before his posi­ 
tion was discovered. 
The rioters tried to 
batter down tho fence with their hammers 
and iron bars, but wero met w ith a volley 
from deputy warden Cuimet and a posse on 
the outside. 
The villagers now l>egan tp 
arrive on tho scene in great numbers, arxhed 
with fowling pieces, and realizing the hope­ 
lessness of their edorts tho convicts capitu­ 
lated and ware again locked up. 
So far as 
known non^ escaped. 
Corriveau, one of the ring leaden, was 
shot dead, through tbe 
heart 
Convict 
Mondoy was shot through tbe arm, and 
convict Holden through both cheeks 
and 
nose. 
Beauparlant, a guarii, had his skull 
broken with a hammer. 
Fredinent Char- 
trand, a guard, received a bullet through 
the leg, and Lend er Massearette, a g uaM, 
was shot in the neck, abdomen and wrist, 
and w ill probably die.

has been a desperado for fifteen yeara

I was struck by the fact that they appre­ 
ciated and applauded the idea that no true art 
work could be made by machinery, and that 
a thing is not a work of art, however beauti­ 
ful it may Is*, unless it is really made di­ 
rectly by m a ns hands and shows his per­ 
sonal influence. 
It was almost the only audi­ 
ence I ever addressed which clearly distin­ 
guishes! the fa ct that minor art work was the 
proj» er preparation for “ practical’' or me­ 
chanical education and adapted to girls as 
well as boys. 
I have often been told, “ It is no prepara 
tion for practical life to teach modeling, and 
sheet-brass, and wood-carving, an» I 
fancy 
work. 
Give our boys a good ‘practical’ edu­ 
cation—set them at carpenters' work.” This 
all very well; but I have found that all 
that mere boys can really effect at carpen­ 
ters’ work only amounts to what may !»<• 
called the fancy work of it—or what is light 
and easy. 
To develop their constructive 
ability and prepare them for becoming good 
carpenters, design and modeling an« l the 
minor arts are the best and easiest prepara­ 
tion and will take them much further in,the 
end. 
I found, to my astonishment, that the 
Bradford operatives thoroughly understoo» 5.
